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1  itus  Flavius  Domitian  was  born  in  Rome  in  A.D.  51,  the  younger  son  of  Vespasian,  who 
founded  the  Flavian  Dynasty  in  A.D.  69,  after  the  year  of  the  Four  Emperors  in  A.D.  68. 
He  succeeded  to  the  purple  upon  the  early  death  of  his  brother  Titus,  ten  years  his  senior, 
in  A.D.  81.  Suetonius  tells  us  that  Domitian  had  a  ruddy  complexion,  large,  rather  weak 
eyes  and  lacked  an  imperious  expression.  He  was  also  tall  and  well-made  although  in  later 
life  he  developed  a  paunch  and  baldness.  Due  to  illness  he  developed  spindly  legs  and  was 
very  sensitive  about  both  his  legs  and  his  baldness. 

Although  his  reign  began  under  auspicious  circumstances,  he  showed  no  great  promise, 
he  was  unpopular  with  the  Senate  and  this  led  to  various  plots.  To  these  he  reacted 
strongly  so  that  the  last  years  of  his  reign  were  ones  of  terror  and  oppression.  He  was 
assassinated  on  18  September  A.D.  96  in  a  palace  plot  that  involved  his  wife  Domitia,  his 
Chamberlain  and  the  Prefect  of  the  Praetorian  Guard.  He  was  the  last  of  “The  Twelve 
Caesars"  that  began  with  the  famous  Julius. 

The  coinage  of  his  reign  is  a  fascinating  subject  and  has  been  studied  in  detail  by  Dr.  Ian 
Carradice  in  his  book  “Coinage  and  Finances  in  the  Reign  of  Domitian"  (BAR 
International  series  178,  1983).  Our  Front  Cover  Coin  (C  545)  shows  an  especially  fine 
example  of  an  as  of  Domitian  with  the  reverse  type  of  standing  Fortuna  holding  a  rudder 
and  cornucopiae.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  worn  example  of  this  coin  was  found 
beneath  the  mast  step  of  the  Blackfriars  Roman  barge,  excavated  in  1962-3  in  London, 
where  it  had  been  placed  to  bring  good  luck.  It  was  already  old  and  presumably  a 
keepsake  when  the  barge  was  built — the  same  custom  of  placing  a  coin  in  a  new  boat 
persists  to  this  day  in  boatyards. 

FIFTH  ANNUAL  TOKEN  CONGRESS 


The  Fifth  Annual  Token  Congress  was  held  at  the  Polytechnic  of  North  London  in 
Tufnell  Park  from  the  12-16  September  1986.  Attracting  well  over  70  visitors  and 
including  representatives  from  the  United  States,  France,  West  Germany,  Israel, 
Belgium,  Portugal,  the  Netherlands  and  Denmark,  the  Congress  was  yet  another 
resounding  success. 

The  Congress  opened  with  a  splendid  illustrated  lecture  on  the  hop  tokens  of  Kent 
and  Sussex  by  Richard  Hardy  of  the  Kent  Numismatic  Society.  The  talk  was  backed  up 
by  an  impressive  display  of  hops,  pokes  and  tools  of  the  trade.  Robert  Sharman  of  the 
British  Numismatic  Society  then  spoke  on  the  18th  century  copper  halfpenny  trade 
tokens  issued  in  'Picture  Postcard  Kent'.  Philip  Greenall  of  the  London  Numismatic 
Club  gave  a  masterful  exhibition  of  the  art  of  research  when  he  told  the  Congress  of 
the  17th  century  tokens  which  had  been  issued  within  a  two  mile  radius  of  the  congress 
venue.  The  nest  speaker  John  Tolson  told  the  story  of  the  bus  token  from  the  days  of 
the  horsedrawn  tram  to  the  present  day. 

Michael  Dickinson,  Author/Compiler  of  Seaby’s  Seventeenth  Century  Tokens  of  the 
British  Isles  and  their  Values  explained  to  the  assembly  the  layout,  numbering,  and 
how  one  should  read  the  entries.  Publication  was  on  30  October,  price  £35.  In  the  last 
session  before  the  Congress  Dinner  there  were  reports  from  the  Token  Correspon¬ 
dence  Society’s  Editor  Anthony  Gilbert,  The  Pub  Check  Study  Group  by  Joint 
Organiser  Yoland  Stanton  and  from  Brian  Edge  on  the  progress  of  the  ‘Dictionary  of 
Paranumismatica'.  The  final  and  perhaps  most  hectic  session  of  the  day  was  a  truly 
International  Token  Bourse  which  lasted  in  one  form  or  another  until  the  early  hours 
of  the  following  day. 
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After  breakfast  on  Sunday  Robert  Thompson  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society 
spoke  on  ‘Central  versus  Local  Production  of  Seventeenth  Century  Tokens'  and  this 
was  followed  by  Robert  Bell,  the  well  known  author,  who  gave  a  relaxing,  well 
illustrated,  chat  on  ‘Expo'  '86  and  its  Medallions’.  Andrew  Wager  then  spoke  on 
'  1  heatre  and  Concert  Hall  Checks — the  Evolution  of  the  Check  System?',  followed  by 
another  offering  entitled  ‘What  is  an  Unofficial  Farthing?’  Gavin  Scott,  author  of  the 
definitive  work  on  British  Countermarks,  spoke  on  the  subject  More  on  British 
Countermarks’  and  Roy  Hawkins  ot  the  British  Numismatic  Society  then  gave  listings 
ot  issuers  ot  19th  century  London  trade  tickets  giving  the  issuers  addresses  and  the 
dates  when  they  operated.  Pub  check  researcher  Neil  B.  Todd  presented  a  statistical 
view  of  the  South  Staffordshire  tavern  check  issuers  and  this  was  finally  followed  by 
Yolanda  Stanton  who  showed  some  excellent  slides  of  the  Welsh  series  of  pub  checks. 

Token  Congress  ’86  was  a  memorable  experience  and  all  who  attended  gave  thanks 
to  Congress  Organiser  Tony  Gilbert  for  all  his  excellent  work.

Earlier  this  year  the  Grosvenor  Museum  in  Chester  was  fortunate  to  purchase  a 
previously  unrecorded  Chester  token.1  The  token  is  an  attractive  heart-shaped  specimen, 
issued  by  Thomas  Gamul,  an  ironmonger  in  Chester.  Following  its  purchase  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  information  has  come  to  light  about  the  life  of  Thomas  Gamul. 

Since  the  publication  of  Williamson’s  revised  edition  of  Boyne's  Trade  Tokens  issued  in 
the  seventeenth  century  ( 1889-91 ),  virtually  nothing  lias  appeared  on  Chester  or  Cheshire 
seventeenth  century  tokens.  A  recent  exception  has  been  the  publication  of  part  of  the 
Norweb  collection,-  which  provides  some  new  readings  for  the  inscriptions  on  Cheshire 
tokens  and  one  new  Chester  token  issuer.  Tokens  from  Chester  and  Cheshire  are  rare  in 
comparison  with  the  numbers  known  from  many  other  English  counties.  Cheshire  tokens 
are  late  in  the  seventeenth  century  series  with  none  of  them  known  to  have  been  issued 
before  1660,  the  majority  of  them  belonging  to  the  late  1660's  and  early  1670's.  There  is  a 
higher  frequency  of  brass,  or  latten,  as  opposed  to  copper  tokens  amongst  those  issued. 
Some  Chester  issuers,  such  as  James  Hutchinson  and  John  Roberts,  issued  the  same 
token  in  both  copper  and  brass.  Little  attention  has  previously  been  paid  to  the  issuing  of 
tokens  in  different  metals. 

In  Boyne  and  Williamson,  79  tokens  were  recorded  for  Cheshire  of  which  38  were 
attributed  to  Chester.  Since  the  late  nineteenth  century  the  Grosvenor  Museum  has  been 
acquiring  local  tokens,  and  although  the  series  is  far  from  complete,  the  Museum 
probably  has  the  largest  collection  of  Chester  tokens. '  Apart  from  the  Thomas  Gamul 
token  already  mentioned,  other  unpublished  tokens  from  Chester  which  are  known  to 
exist  include  those  issued  by  Thomas  Aspmwell,4  Sarah  DodL  John  Griffith,*1  and  John 
Roberts.7  This  brings  the  total  number  of  known  Chester  tokens  up  to  43,  but  Thompson, s 
on  yet  unpublished  evidence,  has  reattributed  the  Robbart  Wihither  token  to  Chichester. 

Returning  to  the  Thomas  Gamul  token,  the  description  is  as  follows: 

Ohv.  *  THOMAS  *  GAMUL.  IN  =  Arms:  Three  mallets  (for  Gamul  of 

Crabwall)  and  cadency  crescent  (second  or  younger  son). 

Rev.  *  CHESTER.  IRONMONGER  =  *  I.  D  * 

This  is  a  penny  token  made  of  copper  alloy.  While  heart-shaped  tokens  are  rare,  they 
were  favoured  by  token  issuers  in  Cheshire  and  this  token  is  similar  to  another  heart- 
shaped  penny  issued  by  Samuel  Heath  in  Chester  in  1670.  Penny  tokens  are  the  most 
common  denomination  issued  in  Chester.  The  Gamul  token  has  cinquefoil  or  rosette 
shaped  'stops’  and  round  the  edge  has  a  border  of  lozenges  similar  to  that  used  on  the 
Samuel  Heath  token. 

The  Gamul  coat  of  arms  on  the  token  is  a  useful  clue  to  the  identity  of  its  issuer. 
Thomas  Gamul  was  a  member  of  the  Crabwall  Hall  branch  of  the  Gamul  family,  whose 
arms  were:  Or,  three  mallets  Sable.4  It  is  almost  certain  that  he  was  the  second  son  of 
William  Gamul  (Mayor  of  Chester  in  1620),  who  lived  at  Crabwall  Hall,  which  is  still 
standing  in  Mollington,  to  the  north  of  Chester.  Thomas  Gamul  was  a  cousin  of  Sir 
Francis  Gamul,  who  entertained  Charles  I  in  1644  at  the  time  of  the  disasterous  battle  of 
Rowton  Moor  during  the  Siege  of  Chester.  Thomas  Gamul  was  baptised  at  St  Oswald's, 
Chester,  (part  of  Chester  Cathedral)  in  1643  and  he  became  a  freeman  of  the  City  in 
1667-8.  He  must  have  issued  the  token  after  he  had  become  a  freeman.  In  1672  he 
appears  to  have  been  in  some  form  of  dispute  with  the  City  Assembly  over  the  collection 
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of  taxes."'  On  Boxing  Day  1677  his  wife  drowned  herself  in  the  River  Dee,  near  the  Old 
Dee  Bridge."  It  is  known  that  he  married  again,  as  there  is  a  record  of  the  burial  in  1684 
of  his  second  wife  Elizabeth  at  St  John’s  Church.12  He  also  was  buried  at  St  John's 
Church,  in  1688. 13  It  is  likely  that  he  lived  in  St  John’s  Parish  and  he  may  have  had  a  shop 
in  Foregate  Street.  In  the  City  Rental  of  1686-7  he  is  noted  as  a  tenant-at-will  in  Foregate 
Street  and  paid  a  shilling  for  a  signpost  at  the  Red  Bull,  which  was  then  in  the  possession 
of  John  Royle.14 

The  Grosvenoi;  Museum  is  fortunate  to  have  acquired  a  token  which  is  both  attractive 
and  well  documented,  issued  by  a  member  of  one  of  the  leading  Royalist  families  in 
Chester.

The  name  of  Charles  Masson  is  one  that  is 
indisoluably  associated  with  the  days  of  early 
exploration  in  Afghanistan.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  of  the  British  explorers  who 
wandered  through  the  remote  areas  of  the 
Punjab,  Baluchistan  and  Afghanistan  between 
1827  and  1840.  It  comes  as  a  surprise  to  learn 
that  not  only  was  his  original  name  not  Mas¬ 
son.  he  was  born  in  1800  in  Aldermanbury  in 
the  City  of  London  and  baptised  James  Lewis, 
but  that  he  was  also  a  deserter  from  the 
Honourable  East  India  Company’s  artillery  in 
1827.  This  is  when  he  took  the  name  of  Masson 
and  passed  himself  off  very  successfully  as  an 
American;  his  French  and  Italian  was  also  so 
good  that  he  could  be  taken  for  each  of  those 
nationalities.  He  did,  however,  receive  a 
Royal  Pardon  in  1835. 

His  career  is  a  fascinating  one.  With  his 
interest  in  the  monuments  that  were  every¬ 
where  about  him,  his  excavation  of  a  number 
of  Buddhist  stupas  and  his  collection  of 
Graeco-Bactrian  and  Kushan  coins  he  laid  the 
foundations  of  research  into  the  archaeology 
of  Afghanistan.  His  notes  and  writings  are  still 
valuable  today  for  students  of  the  area  and  its 
remains.  Overcoming  initial  suspicion  of  many 
of  the  local  inhabitants  he  amassed  a  vast 
number  of  coins.  At  Begram  in  1833  he 
acquired  1865  copper  coins  and  a  few  silver, 
together  with  various  rings  and  signets;  in  1834 
he  got  1900  coppers;  in  1835  nearly  2500  and  in 
1863,  13,470.  In  1837  ‘when  1  had  the  plain  (of 
Begram)  well  under  control  and  was  enabled 
constantly  to  locate  my  people  upon  it,  I 
obtained  60,000  coins,  a  result  at  which  I  was 
well  pleased,  having  at  an  early  period  of  my 
researches  conjectured  that  as  many  as  30,000 
coins  might  annually  be  procured'.  He  for¬ 
warded  his  finds  to  the  East  India  Company, 
over  80,000  coins  in  all  without  all  his  other 
finds,  one  the  finest  of  which  must  surely  be 
the  delightful  small  gold  reliquary  now  in  the 
British  Museum  and  known  as  the  Bimaran 
Reliquary.  Most  of  the  finer  and  rarer  coins  in 
the  collection  went  to  the  British  Museum  in 
1881  and  the  India  Office  (who  had  taken  over 
from  “John  Company”  after  the  Mutiny),  pre¬ 
sented  a  number  to  the  Fitzwi I liarn .  Cam¬ 
bridge,  in  1906. 


Coins  and  archaeology  obviously  form  a 
large  part  of  this  book  but  not  all.  Masson  was 
involved  with  so  many  aspects  of  Afghanistan 
and  with  its  local  rulers.  The  author.  Sir  (Jor¬ 
don  Whitteridge,  was  H.M.  Ambassador  to 
Kabul  between  1965  and  1968  and  therefore 
has  the  advantage  of  bringing  personal  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  country  to  his  fascinating  account 
of  a  man  who  was  a  giant  in  the  area,  the 
‘founding  father’  of  modern  numismatic  and 
archaeological  studies  and  yet  who  had  an 
incredibly  adventurous,  not  to  say  dangerous 
life  there  before  he  returned  to  England  to  die 
in  1853,  aged  only  53  years.  Curiously,  there  is 
no  known  portrait  of  him.  For  anyone  at  all 
interested  in  Afghanistan  and  its  background 
this  is  an  essential  book;  it  is  also  a  fascinating 
and  most  readable  account  of  the  area,  Masson 
and  the  Government  that  he  came  into  contact 
with.

Conferences  organized  by  the  International 
Numismatic  Commission  occur  once  every  six 
or  seven  years  and  become  landmarks  in  the 
progress  of  the  subject.  It  is  now  the  custom  to 
produce  at  the  same  time  a  review  of  articles 
and  books  published  in  the  previous  years. 

This  September  sees  the  publication  of  the 
largest  Survey  yet  produced,  a  reflection  on 
the  growing  world-wide  interest  in  things 
numismatic.  This  work  offers  pages  stuffed 
with  comment  on  the  latest  research  and  all 
who  are  interested  in  coins,  medals,  or  paper 
money  will  find  here  a  mine  of  useful  and  up- 
to-date  information.  For  anyone  carrying  out 
research  in  these  fields  the  Survey  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  companion  to  act  as  a  guide  through  the 
mire  of  bibliography.  Apart  from  being  much 
larger  than  previous  surveys  of  this  nature,  this 
one  has  more  comprehensive  coverage  on 
Medals  and  Paper  Money.  The  survey  of  scien¬ 
tific  techniques  being  applied  to  coins,  a  held 
in  which  research  is  growing  apace,  includes  an 
account  of  the  use  being  made  of  computers  in 
numismatics.  Libraries  that  have  any  links  with 
historical  research  must  have  this  work. 
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I  he  publication  has  been  financed  by  the 
International  Association  of  Professional 
Numismatists  and,  through  their  generosity, 
registered  participants  at  the  International 
Numismatic  Congress  in  London  can  obtain  a 
copy  at  the  bargain  price  of  $15.  This  ensures 
that  individual  research  workers  can  have  this 
valuable  tool  to  hand.

HENNEQUIN,  CL,  Cataloque  des  Monnaies 
Musulmanes  -  Asie  Pre-Mongole  -  Les  Salguqs 
et  leurs  Successeurs.  Bibliotheque  Nationale, 
Paris,  1953.  xi,  932,  50  plates.  Price  announced 
on  publication  as  EE  1500. 

Volume  V  of  what  will  always  be  known  as 
'Lavoix'  has  now  appeared,  nearly  90  years 
after  volume  III.  It  is  in  the  same  large,  spa¬ 
cious,  opulent,  nineteenth-century  style  that 
the  financial  constraints  of  the  twentieth-cen¬ 
tury  have  made  almost  extinct.  Over  2,000 
coins  are  included,  spread  out  over  nearly 
1 ,000  pages,  each  205mm.  by  297mm.,  and  the 
50  plates  contain  natural  size  photographs  of 
852  casts.  As  the  title  precisely  states,  the 
catalogue  describes  the  coins  in  the  collection 
of  the  Bibliotheques  Nationale  in  Paris  that 
were  issued  by  the  different  groups  of  Selcuks 
and  the  dynasties  that  took  over  from  them 
before  the  Mongol  invasion.  For  Anatolia, 
there  is  a  sprinkling  of  Turkoman  coins,  both 
before  and  after  the  Selcuks,  but  no  Ottoman 
issues.  Geographically  the  coverage  is  of  pre¬ 
sent  day  Syria.  Iraq,  Persia  and  Asian  Turkey; 
chronologically,  the  extreme  range  is  AH  433 
to  869,  AD  1041  to  1464. 

The  book  begins  with  a  full  panoply  of  Pre¬ 
face,  Avant  Propos  and  Introduction  from 
which  we  learn  that  this  is  the  second  of  a  two- 
volume  coverage  of  the  period  between  the 
Caliphs  and  the  Mongols  and  that  the  histori¬ 
cal  introduction  will  be  provided  only  in  the 
yet-to-be-published  Volume  IV.  Volume  VI, 
when  it  appears,  will  deal  with  the  Mongol  and 
Timurid  series.  One  consequence  of  this  par¬ 
ticular  publication  timing  is  that  Volume  V 
appears  as  a  straight,  ungarnished,  numismatic 
record  that  is  extraordinarily  difficult  to  get  to 
grips  with  unless  one  is  well  versed  in  the 
complex  history  of  the  dynasties  involved. 
Having  said  that,  the  numismatist  has  little 
cause  for  complaint  over  the  extent  of  the 
information  given  for  each  coin.  In  a  sequence 
that  follows  that  of  Zambaur's  1927  Manual  cle 
genealogie  et  de  chronologie  .  .  . ,  each  series  is 
set  out  in  a  carefully  designed  heirarchical 
sequence  by  dynasty,  ruler,  mint,  metal  and 


date.  Where  several  names  appear  on  a  coin 
their  relationship  to  each  other  is  stated,  if 
known,  with  the  source  of  the  information 
tziven  in  a  footnote 

The  entries  themselves  have  two  parallel  sys¬ 
tems  of  reference  numbers.  Each  coin  has  a 
unique  number,  given  in  Arabic  digits,  while 
specimens  with  nominally  identical  designs, 
apart  from  the  date,  are  grouped  together 
under  a  reference  given  in  Roman  numerals. 
The  resulting  strings  of  letters  e.g. 
DCDLXVIII  may  be  familiar  to  the  descen- 
dents  of  Rome  but  gave  your  Anglo-Saxon 
reviewer  some  problems  in  instant  and  accu¬ 
rate  translation.  However,  this  system  has  the 
advantage  that  the  actual  record  is  that  of  the 
die  types  used  -  the  coins  being  represented 
only  by  details  of  the  weight  in  grams,  the 
maximum  diameter  in  millimeters,  and  the 
alignment  of  the  die  axes  (expressed  to  the 
nearest  half-hour  against  a  clock  face).  The 
detail  provided  for  each  die  type  is  impressive! 
The  legends  are  given  in  full,  pointed,  arabic 
script  with  the  marginal  inscriptions  allocated 
to  specific  points  of  the  compass,  where  this  is 
possible.  Symbols  and  decorations  are  de¬ 
scribed  meticulously,  line  by  line,  and  all  dia¬ 
critical  points  are  recorded.  Finally,  references 
are  given  for  all  published  types. 

Well  over  half  the  entries  relate  to  the  coins 
of  the  Zengids  and  the  Artuqids.  Here  one  is 
provided  with  a  long  series  of  the  gold  coins 
and  a  magnificent  array  of  the  figured  copper 
pieces.  Where  the  catalogue  of  the  British 
Museum  collection  has  85  Zengid  coins, 
CMMBN  V  has  518.  There  are  663  Artuqid 
coins  against  199  in  the  BM  and  77  Bektegi- 
nids  to  29.  The  listing  of  the  Great  Seljuks 
comprises  an  extensive  run  of  gold  coins  from 
AD  433  on  to  some  of  the  rare  pieces  of  the 
540's.  In  contrast,  the  Seljuks  of  Rum  have 
little  that  is  new  and  the  representation  of  the 
Turkoman  dynasties  is  sketchy,  apart  from  the 
Danishmends.  But  these  are  minor  quibbles  to 
a  major  addition  to  any  library  attempting  to 
cover  Islamic  numismatics.  The  price  is  steep, 
but  the  scholarship  it  buys  is  extensive  and  the 
degree  of  attention  given  to  detail  is  unparal¬ 
leled  in  modern  numismatic  publications.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


HARRINGTON  K.  MANV1LLE  and 
TERENCE  J.  ROBERTSON.  British  Numis¬ 
matic  Auction  Catalogues  1710-1984.  Encyclo¬ 
paedia  of  British  Numismatics,  I.  London, 
1986.  II  '  x  8'in.,  xvii  +420  pp.,  57  reproduc¬ 
tions  of  catalogue  title-pages,  etc.  Cloth  £25 
(postage  £2  extra). 

This  is  the  first  to  he  published  of  a  projected 
series  of  volumes  of  numismatic  bibliography, 
biography  and  related  numismatic  information 
covering  the  British  Isles.  Students  of  British 
numismatics  must  often  have  regretted  the 
lack  of  a  numismatic  equivalent  of  British 
Book  Sale  Catalogues  when  checking  the  pedi¬ 
gree  of  coins.  This  is  now  remedied.  As  Chris¬ 
topher  Blunt  points  out  in  the  Preface,  the 
ability  to  trace  a  coin  back  through  its  previous 
owners  can  sometimes  lead  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  its  provenance  and,  in  some  cases,  it 
can  also  provide  material  evidence  in  the 
assessment  of  authenticity. 

The  authors  have  consulted  not  only  Frits 
Lugt's  Repertoire  de  Catalogues  de  Ventes 
Publicities  but  also  collections  of  auction  cata¬ 
logues  held  in  the  principal  national  and 
society  libraries  and  in  numismatic  depart¬ 
ments  of  museums  as  well  as  those  in  a  number 
of  private  collections.  They  have  been  able  to 
trace  over  live-and-a-half  thousand  British 
auction  sales  containing  coins  and  medals.  In 
addition  there  are  listed  almost  two  hundred 
collections  or  parts  of  collections  that  have 
been  disposed  of  by  private  treaty.  Nearly  two 
hundred  auctioneers  have  been  noted  who 
have  held  sales  of  numismatic  material,  a  little 
over  half  of  whom  have  been  based  in  London. 
There  is  a  supplement  with  details  of  overseas 
sales  whose  owners  also  sold  material  in  Great 
Britain  and  also  some  overseas  sales  contain¬ 
ing  important  British  material.  A  forty-page 
index  of  collectors,  other  consignors  and  hoard 
names  is  well  cross-referenced. 

Though  a  book  sale  which  contained  various 
numismatic  works  has  been  noted  as  early  as 
1689,  the  first  British  auction  of  coins 
so  far  recorded  was  in  1710,  the  owner  and 
auctioneer  remaining  anonymous.  A  Mr. 
Crouch'  is  the  first  named  auctioneer  of  a  sale 
containing  coins  that  was  held  at  the  Rose 
Tavern  near  Temple  Bar  in  1712,  but  from 
1723  to  1746  it  was  Christopher  Cock  who 
attained  prominence  as  the  principal  numis¬ 
matic  auctioneer  at  his  premises  in  the  Great 
Piazza  in  Covent  Garden,  rooms  which  in  1749 
were  taken  over  by  Abraham  Langford.  In  the 
early  eighteenth  century  auction  sales  pro¬ 


vided  a  meeting  ground  and  leisurely  social 
occasion  for  collectors  and  their  agents.  At  the 
1741  sale  of  the  collection  of  Edward  Harley, 
Earl  of  Oxford,  it  took  six  days  to  disperse  a 
little  over  five  hundred  lots! 

James  Christie’s  first  coin  sale  was  held  in 
1770,  but  it  was  John  Gerard  who  took  over 
from  Langford  as  the  principal  auctioneer  of 
coins  between  1780  and  1793.  George  Leigh 
held  the  second  sale  of  British  Museum  dupli¬ 
cates  in  1788  and  it  was  not  until  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century  that  the  partnership  of 
Leigh  and  Sotheby  developed  into  the  firm 
that  today  is  known  as  Sotheby.  Glendining 
first  appeared  as  an  auctioneer  of  coins  and 
medals  in  1910  and  the  firm  went  on  to 
dominate  the  numismatic  auction  field  for 
most  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Arranged  in  order  of  years  and  then  by  date 
each  sale  entry  is  set  out  concisely,  giving  a 
code  for  the  name  of  the  auctioneer;  the  date; 
the  collector's  or  consignor's  name  and  any 
personal  description  given  on  the  title-page; 
the  numismatic  series  or  other  material  in  the 
sale;  numbers  of  lots  sold  each  day  (with  the 
number  of  numismatic  lots  separately  indi¬ 
cated);  cross-reference  to  any  other  sales  of 
the  collector  and,  finally,  locations  of  cata¬ 
logues.  There  are  numerous  footnotes  that 
give  additional  relevant  information.  A  sum¬ 
mary  review  is  given  for  each  decade  and 
specimen  title-pages  are  illustrated.  The  book 
has  been  prepared  on  a  word  processor  for 
photographic  reproduction. 

The  authors  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
results  of  their  many  years  of  research, 
especially  for  the  assiduous  noting  of  anno¬ 
tations  which  have  enabled  names  to  be  given 
to  many  otherwise  anonymous  collections. 
Undoubtedly,  additional  information  will 
come  to  light  from  time  to  time  and  the 
authors  intend  to  publish  new  data  when 
supplementary  volumes  are  issued.  This  is  an 
extremely  valuable  work  of  reference  and  the 
price  is  modest.

The  Holway  hoard  of  late  fourth  century 
Roman  silver  coins  was  found  in  1821  during 
ploughing  on  land  at  Holway  near  Taunton.
